Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1967*  The  year  passed  uneventfully  and  the  health  of  the  district 
remained  good* 

In  a  holiday  resort  where  the  population  may  increase  six 
fold  or  more  during  the  height  of  the  season,  the  control  of  hygiene 
plays  an  important  part  in  ensuring  that  visitors  have  an  enjoyable 
holiday  without  the  hazards  of  enteritis®  The  constant  supervision 
of  standards  of  hygiene  in  food  premises,  the  inspection  of  meat 
and  ice  cream  and  the  sampling  of  water  supplies,  while  being 
unspectacular,  give  their  reward  in  a  negative  way  by  the  low 
incidence  of  food  borne  disease,, 

In  the  two  cases  which  did  occur,  the  apparent  cause  was  the 
keeping  of  food  for  too  long  periods  in  a  hot  caravan c  For  holiday 
makers  living  in  caravans  the  best  policy  is  to  buy  their  food  as 
they  require  it* 

As  mentioned  in  my  last  year 3 s  Report,  there  is  a  pressing 
need  for  more  hospital  beds  for  the  elderly.  While  old  people 
are  better  living  in  their  own  homes,  being  helped  by  Local 
Authority,  Welfare  &  Voluntary  Services,  there  comes  a  time  when 
hospital  admission,  for  a  period  at  least,  becomes  essential* 

Mable thorp e  &  Sutton 8 s  difficulties  are  exaggerated  by  the 
numbers  of  older  people  who  retire  to  the  area,  and  also  by  the 
distance  of  the  town  from  local  hospitals  *  A  hospital  for  the 
elderly  is  needed  in  the  more  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  town, 
so  that  a  complete  severance  with  friends  and  neighbours  at  home  can 
be  avoided® 

During  the  year  there  were  83  births*  This  represents  a 
Birth  Rate  of  14-«9  per  1  >000  population*  When  standardised  to 
enable  it  to  be  compared  with  other  parts  of  the  country  the  figure 
was  1 9 per  thousand*  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
17*2  per  thousand*  The  Birth  Rate  in.  Mable  thorp  e  &  Sutton  is 
usually  rather  above  the  figure  for  England  &  Wales* 

The  illegitimate  births  const! tued  10o8/2>  of  the  total  live 
births.  The  trend  is  still  for  these  figures  to  increase* 


During  the  year  there  were  112  deaths.  This  figure  gives ,  when 
standardised  for  comparision  purposes,  a  death  rate  of  13*7  per  thousand « 
The  Death  Rate  for  England  &  Males  is  11*2  per  thousand*  Over  the  past 
eight  years  there  has  been  considerable  fluctuation  in  the  local  death 
rate,  sometimes  above,  &  sometimes  below  the  national  figure 0  1  think 

the  figure  for  196/  is  within  this  normal  variation « 

Infant  Deaths  amounted  to  three  out  of  83  births  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  36 per  thousand  live  births®  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  for  England  &  Males  is  l8«3o  The  total  local  births  are  relatively 
limited  in  number  and  hence  no  great  weight  can  be  placed  on  this 
figure*  Over  a  number  of  years,  however,  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
on  average  has  been  higher  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales . 

Coronary  Disease  and  Angina  accounted  for  over  a  quarter  of 
the  Deaths  in  the  area0  It  was  also  the  commonest  cause  of  death 
in  miles  in  the  45  to  65  year  old  age  group®  It  has  been  known  for 
some  time  that  Coronary  Disease  is  associated  with  several  different 
facets  of  living,  some  of  which  can  be  controlled  by  the  individual,

A  sedentary  occupation  without  other  active  per suits  is  on 
important  factor,  together  with  emotional  stress,  excessive  cigarette 
smoking  and  obesity® 

Present  day  trends  are  toward  more  passive  forms  of  entertainment 
~  the  sitting  in  front  of  the  television  screen  in  the  winter  and  the 
sitting  in  the  car  in  the  summer e  A  return  to  the  more  active  forms 
of  activity  is  highly  desireable0 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr0  Long  for  his  help  during  the  year*  His 
vigilance  plays  an  important  part,  in  maintaining  the  health  of  the 
district*  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  co-operation  through  the 
year.

A  monthly  Cytology  Clinic  has  been  held  for  the  past  four  years 
and  the  demand  has  been  considerable 0  The  stage  is  now  being 
reached  where  many  of  the  local,  eligible  population  have  been  seen 
and  the  Clinic  would  be  glad  to  accept  patients  from  further  afield* 

(in  women  as  they  progress  in  years,  there  is  an  increasing 
danger  of  developing  cancer  of  the  womb  and  by  a  simple  examination 
a  sample  can  be  taken  and  sent  to  the  laboratory  where  it  can  be 
checked  for  any  doubtful  cells c  If  these  are  present,  further 
investigation  is  advised  and  by  this  means  developing  malignant 
disease  can  be  caught  in  the  very  early  stages,  when  it  is  fully 
amenable  to  treatment) 0 

Mother craft  and  Relaxation  Classes  are  also  providedo 
Plere  the  mother  to  be,  is  given  instructions  in  how  to  care  for 
her  new  baby,  and  what  to  expect  during  pregnancy  and  labour 
and  how  she  can,  hereself,  promote  an  easier  birth 0 

The  Chiropody  service  is  in  much  demand  by  the  elderly  when 
foot  defects  become  exaggerated  and  it  becomes  more  difficult  for

The  mains  supply  to  the  town  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality 
and  quantity®  I  understand  from,  the  Engineer  to  the  East  Lincolnshire 
Water  Board  that  they  have  various  schemes  in  hand  to  maintain  this 
s a ti s  f a c  tory  p  o  s i ti on  0 

It  is  rather  disappointing  that  the  scheme  for  fluoridation  of  the 
public  water  supply  has  been  shelved  for  the  time  being  by  the  East 
Lincolnshire  Water  Board 0 


Some  22  properties  in  the  Urban  Area  have  their  own  water  supply  - 
generally  speaking  the  source  of  the  water  is  from  bore  holes  which  have 
been  sunk  to  approximately  90  feet  deep®  The  water  is  from  the  chalk 
strata e  It  is  rather  hard  in  nature  but  it  is  usually  of  good  bacterial 
qualify®  During  a  series  of  sampling  tests  it  was  found  that  in  some 
cases  the  bore  discharges  into  a  well®  This  occasionally  results  in 
some  form  of  pollution 0

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Sewer  Extensions 

Approximately  a  1  *000  yards  of  a  new  sewer  have  been  laid  on  5  new 
sites  in  course  of  development  by  private  firms*  It  is  hoped  that 
Private  Street  Works  action  will  soon  result  in  a  sewer  extension  at 
Grange  Hoad*  Sutton*  Attention  is  drawn  to  the  need  for  an  extension 
of  the  sewer  for  the  Grift  Bank  Bungalow  Estate*, 


I  am  delighted  to  report  that  work  has  started  on  the  Sewerage 
Works  improvement  scheme*  The  work  involved  is  an  extension  and 
complete  modernisation  of  the  Mile  Lane  Sewerage  Works  and  the 
integration  of  the  Sutton  system  with  the  Mable thorp e  system,  thereby 
abolishing  the  obsolete  works  at  Button*  The  cost  of  this  work  is 
£220,000  which  will  unavoidably  reflect  itself  in  the  rates*  This 
expenditure  is  inevitable  in  a  fast  growing  seaside  resort  but  it  will 
solve  the  problem  of  sewage  treatment  for  many  years  to  come* 

Humberside  -  Pipe  _L±ne_  to  Donna^Nook 

The  Public  Health  Committee  is  rightly  concerned  about  the  proposal 
to  construct  an  effluent  pipe  line  from  the  industrial  areas  of  north 
Lincolnshire  to  discharge  into  the  sea  within  very  easy  reach  of  the 
Urban  District*  Fear  has  been  expressed  that  there  is  danger  of  pollution 
of  the  holiday  beaches*  The  Committee  is  not  against  such  development 
but  feels  that  absolute  assurance  must  be  obtained  before  such  a  pipe 
line  is  constructed  that  there  will  be  no  possibility  of  beach  pollution 
under  any  circumstances  0

.Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


Once  again  a  weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  has 
been  maintained  throughout  the  year 5  in  spite  of  serious  mechanical 
breakdowns®  We  are  indebted  to  the  Louth  Rural  District  Council  for 
the  loan  of  equipment  during  a  major  breakdown  in  the  summer  season© 
This  situation  should  be  considerably  eased  as  the  Council  has 
authorised  the  purchase  of  a  new  refuse  collection  vehicle©  The 
growth  of  the  town,  the  development  of  holiday  chalets,  and  the 
creation  of  further  caravan  sites  is  giving  addi ti onal  strain  to 
the  refuse  collection  service 0  The  cost  of  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  in  the  financial  year  1967/66  amounted  to  £105,288© 

In  connection  with  the  disposal  of  refuse  considerable  progress 
is  now  being  made  with  the  purchase  of  the  existing  Brick  Tip  ©  When 
this  has  been  purchased  the  Local  Authority  will  have  adequate 
tipping  space  for  many  years  to  come© 

MA&E  BY  PESTS  ACT 

Constant  attention  is  paid  to  rodent  control  ©  The  large  areas 
of  dykes s  and  the  adjoining  lands  and  sandhills  are  surveyed  several 
times  during  the  autumn  and  winter  ©  Permanent  baiting  points  receive 
regular  attention  at  main  dyke  junctions,  the  sewerage  works  and 
Controlled  Tips®  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  these  baiting  points 
play  an  important  part  in  preventing  ary  serious  build  up  in  the  rat 
population  in  the  Urban  parts  of  the  area® 

Members  of  the  Council  and  the  general  public  are  quite  11  rat 
conscious*’  in  this  area  and  quickly  report  any  known  infestation© 

This  is  very  useful  ©  With  ray  own  visits  and  the  survey  and  visits 
of  the  Rodent  Operator,  I  have  a  complete  knowledge  of  the  rodent 
situation  throughout  the  year  © 

Very  careful  observations  have  been  kept  for  signs  of  Warfarin 
resistance  in  the  rat  population  but  fortunately  there  are  no  traces 
of  such  resistance©

There  is  a  very  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  applicants 
over  last  year  but  this  does  not  represent  a  serious  situation*  The 
proposal  to  build  a  further  24  houses  has  been  postponed  owing  to 
the  financial  position  of  the  country 0 


The  turn-over  of  houses  is  in  the  order  of  25  to  35  per  ye arc 
This  means  approximately  a  2  year  wait  for  a  normal  applicant, 
allowing  for  the  emergency  cases  taking  some  priority* 

^he  number  of  complaints  remains  about  the  same  as  in  previous 
years  but  it  is  noted  that  the  work  involved  has  become  larger* 


The  cost  of  repairs  is  gradually  getting  higher  but  in  the  year 
under  review  we  were  able  to  manage  without  seriously  affecting  the 
balance  iri  the  repairs  and  maintenance  fund*  This  position  can't  be 
maintained  as  the  cost  of  materials  has  considerably  increased 
since  the  devaluation  of  the  pound* 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Housing  Committee  because  of  their  understanding  of  the  cases  that 
are  considered  and  the  fair  way  in  which  consideration  is  given  to 
each  and  every  housing  applicant* 

Care  of  the  Elderly 

As  I  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  we  have  a  very  large 
percentage  of  elderly  people  in  this  district  and  in  consequence 
problems  are  more  noticable  than  in  other  areas*  I  did  'high  light' 
this  situation  last  year  but  nothing  has  really  been  done  to  ease 
the  situation* 
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The  "basic  trouble  appears  to  be  that  !,too  many  cooks  are  spoiling 
the  broth n  -  the  Local  Authority  being  responsible  for  group  dwellings , 
the  County  Council  for  Hostel  and  Welfare  accommodation  and  the  Hospital 
Board  for  Geriatric  cases 0  The  County  Health  Visitor  and  myself ,  being 
officers  of  long  standing  within  the  district  naturally  get  involved  in 
the  care  of  the  elderly,  hut  it  is  very  frustrating  not  to  be  able  to 
help  as  we  would  like®  It  seems  to  me  that  this  problem  is  getting- 
worse  as  the  Welfare  State  develops,,  It  appears  that  in  this  day  and 
age  the  care  of  the  elderly  is  looked  upon  as  a  duty  of  the  State,  hut 
surely  this  is  the  moral  duty  of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  aged 
people*  One  appreciates  that  there  comes  a  time  when  help  is  needed 
hut  we  appear4  to  be  giving  help  to  some  people  the  very  day  they  draw 
the  old  age  pension 0 


The  Voluntary  Bodies  do  a  very  good  job  as  far  as  they  go  hut  again 
two  or  three  organisations  are  biting  at  the  one  problem*  If  one  officer. 
Committee  or  Ministry  was  responsible  for  the  care  of  the  elderly  I  feel 
the  existing  service  could  be  used  to  much  greater  advantage 0

The  main  holiday  season  of  196?  was  quite  dry  and  sunny „  This 
type  of  weather  always  results  in  an  increase  in  the  number  of  people 
using  the  Caravan  Sites,  thereby  creating  a  refuse  collection  problem, 
but  in  the  main  the  dry  period  cuts  down  the  various  types  of  complaints 
to  a  minimum *  The  Municipal  Sites  again  had  a  successful  year  financially 
and  by  way  of  rendering  a  first  class  service  to  persons  requiring  this 
type  of  holiday 9  I  notice  quite  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
touring  caravans  visiting  the  district  ©  I  estimate  that  during  the  year 
something  in  the  order  of  5s>000  caravans  visited  the  District  which  gave 
a  travelling  population  of  some  20,000  people 0  If  this  trend  continues 
additional  facilities  will  be  required  in  the  district e 


(b)  Tents 

Holiday  camping  was  very  popular  this  year,  no  doubt  due  to  the 
favourable  weather  conditions,  but  I  feel  that  some  credit  is  due  to 
the  site  owners  who  have  provided  the  necessary  sanitary  arrangements 
and  other  facilities  for  this  type  of  holiday 0  Good  sites  are  always 
in  demand o 
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During  the  peak  weeks  some  500/600  tents  are  stationed  in  the 
district o  I  estimate  that  during  the  1967  season  approximately 
255000  to  30  <,000  people  spend  a  holiday  under  canvas 9  In  this 
district  this  represents  quite  a  sizable  contribution  to  our 
visiting  population  * 

Each  year  I  am  disturbed  to  learn  of  accidents  to  people  on 
holiday  that  could  so  easily  have  been  avoided*  This  year  my 
attention  was  drawn  to  the  great  risk  taken  by  campers  in  lighting 
naked  flamed  stoves  INSIDE  the  tents*  This  is  really  asking  for 
trouble  and  unfortunately  I  have  to  record  that  two  persons  were 
very  badly  burned  and  all  equipment  lost  due  to  this  kind  of 
stupidity.  Some  form  of  national  publicity  should  be  given  to 
prevent  this  type  of  accident .

(c)  Chalet  developments 

This  type  of  development  still  keeps  growing  and  more  and  more 
chalets  are  occupied  each  year. 

The  Local  Authority  services  must  be  geared  to  this  and  to 
all  other  types  of  development  if  efficiency  is  to  be  maintained. 

Unfortunately  the  cost  of  efficiency  for  the  short  summer 
period  is  rather  expensive  and  this  reflects  itself  in  the  rate 
to  be  levied  each  year* 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD 


Milk 

The  control  of  milk  supplies  for  the  area  is  administered  by 
the  County  Council 0  The  milk  supplied  to  the  public  is  either 
pasteurised  or  sterilized  and  is  undoubtedly  safe  for  consumption* 
Tests  are  made  to  check  that  the  processes  are  being  properly 
carried  out  by  the  Dairies  concerned*  No  adverse  results  were 
obtained. 

Constant  checking  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Health  Inspector 
of  the  raw  milk  produced  in  the  area  for  Brucella  Abortus*  No  known 
cases  occurred  in  this  district. 

Pood  and  Drugs  Acts 

Throughout  the  year  the  County  Officers  check  the  whole  range 
of  prepacked  foods ,  meat  products  and  certain  drugs 5  to  make  sure 
that  they  are  of  the  nature  and  quality  demanded  by  the  customer. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  deficiencies  were  found.

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In  presenting  these  facts  the  principal  trade  has  been  taken  as 
the  catering  trade 5  although  many  of  the  summer  shops  are  selling 
all  types  of  foods  and  other  goods® 


Remarks 

Regular  visits  to  all  food  preparation  rooms  and  to  retail  food 
outlets  are  made  in  connection  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations® 

The  trades  were  again  circulated  with  literature  reminding  them  of 
their  responsibilities  under  the  Regulations  and  in  particular  of 
the  need  for  careful  stock  .rotation®  This  business  of  stock  rotation 
seems  to  be  most  difficult  to  get  across;  possibly  the  suppliers 
could  do  more  by  publicity® 
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There  were  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  which  appear  to  have 
resulted  from  food  being  kept  for  some  time  after  purchase  in 
a  caravan  without  proper  storage  facilities 0  To  counteract  this 
danger  the  shops  were  issued  with  notices  advising  caravan  owners 
and  other  people  without  refrigeration  or  other  proper  food 
storage  facilities  to  buy  their  foods  daily*  This  move  was  very 
much  welcomed  by  the  Food  Trade e 

Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulation 

These  Regulations  come  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1 968 
and  called  for  improved  standards  of  hygiene  and  equipment  on 
vehicles  carrying  open  foods 0  All  persons  in  the  district  who 
were  affected  by  the  Regulation  were  circulated  about  require¬ 
ments  and  all  quickly  complied «. 

Conclusion 

Generally  speaking  the  Food  Trade  has  been  very  satisfactory 
during  the  year  but  the  two  food  poisoning  cases  that  occured 
came  as  a  sharp  reminder  about  what  could  happen  if  hygiene 
measures  are  allowed  to  lapse .
